For example, Steger said, over 
the last miles of the trip, sharp ice 
cut the dogs’ paws painfully, but

about the sea lion invasion. 
Local business owners also wel- 


_ comed. the sea lions. “Our business 


is up 40 percent,” one owner said. 
Other people weren’t as thrilled 
with the sea lions. Yacht owners 
objected to the animals’ strong 
scent. And local residents com- 
plained about their loud barking. 
Experts thought the sea lions 


would be gone by April. That’s 


when they usually swim to offshore 
islands to mate and raise pups.
